RELEVANCE OF THE DOCUMENTS 

JP 1 1 222402 is a Japanese language application. An English language 
counterpart of JP 1 1 222402 is not available. However, Applicants have submitted a 
corresponding English language abstract, which states: 'This antimicrobial polymer 
particle is obtained by supporting an antimicrobial metal component capable of forming 
coordinate bond to a functional group (silver component or the like) on a hydrophilic 
polymer particle (0.1 nm to 100 jam average particle diameter) consisting of hydrophilic 
polymer gel having a crosslinked structure comprising hydrophilic units each containing 
a nitrogen atom, units each having a functional group containing at least one atom 
selected from oxygen nitrogen and sulfur and crosslinked units." The absence of a 
translation or an English-language counterpart document does not relieve the PTO from 
its duty to consider any submitted document (37 CFR §1 .98 and MPEP § 609). 

WO 01/1 1956 is a French language PCT application. An English 
language counterpart of WO 01/1 1956 is not readily available. However, according to 
the abstract for WO 01/1 1956, the application relates to "novel bioactive agents, 
comprising a dendritic polymer and at least a compound based on a biocidal metal or 
biocidal metal ions, [and] compositions based on thermoplastic polymers, comprising 
such agents."
